This  year  has  seen  no  major  developments  in  the  services 
provided  by  the  Department.  The  only  change  of  note  was  the 
revocation  of  the  delegation  of  Welfare  Services.  In  consequence, 
this  service  returned  to  the  control  of  the  new  Social  Services 
Department  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Work  continued  on  the  planning  and  negotiations  for  the  new 
Health  Centre  and  there  was  much  enthusiasm  and  support  from 
those  General  Medical  Practitioners  involved  in  the  Scheme.

My  thanks  are,  therefore, 
due  to  the  staff  for  their  continuing  help  and  also  to  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  understanding  in  the  face  of  increasing  demands 
on  the  service. 

Our  best  wishes  are  accorded  to  Mr.  G.  Drabble,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  who  retired  on  31st  August,  1971,  after  serving 
the  Department  for  over  36  years.  He  was  a most  helpful  and  loyal 
colleague  who  gave  his  time  unstintingly  to  his  office.

Births 

1,079  live  births  were  registered  in  1971 — an  increase  of  only  7 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  resulting  crude  birth-rate  of 
15-4  per  1,000  population  when  corrected  by  the  Registrar  General’s 
comparability  factor  (1-02)  becomes  15-7  to  compare  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  16-0.  100  or  9-2  per  cent  of  the  live  births 
were  illegitimate. 
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Still  births  numbered  18  being  1-6%  of  the  total  live  and  still 
births. 


Deaths 

The  deaths  numbered  879  giving  a rate  of  12-7  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  a rate  of  11-6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Chief  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (excluding  Coronary  Artery  Disease)  232  Coronary  Artery 
Disease  200  and  Cancer  187.  Of  the  total  Cancer  deaths,  44  (32 
Males,  12  Females)  were  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

Other  causes  of  death  included  Pneumonia  45,  Bronchitis  39, 
Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  8,  other  accidents  27,  Suicide  5. 


Infant  Mortaility 

There  were  23  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  21  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  a 
rate  of  18  for  England  and  Wales.  17  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred 
in  the  neonatal  period  (i.e.  within  the  first  28  days)  and  of  these  15 
occurred  during  the  first  week.

Mean  AIR  TEMPERATURE  during  the  year,  47-7  deg  F was 
only  slightly  lower  than  normal. 

No  less  than  seven  months  of  the  year  had  near  average  tem- 
peratures. Although  having  average  temperatures  January  was  the 
coldest  month  of  the  year,  the  nights  of  3rd,  4th  and  5th  producing 
minima  of  18  deg,  with  13  deg.  on  the  ground  on  the  3rd.  The 
following  three  months  were  without  interest,  although  ground 
frosts  were  frequent.  In  May  the  niean  night  minimum  temperature, 
39*7  deg.  was  the  lowest  on  record,  minima  of  27  deg  on  both  2nd 
and  3rd  (ground  minimum  16  deg  on  2nd)  being  the  coldest  May 
nights  since  local  records  began  in  1944.  There  was  also  a record 
total  of  six  air  and  twelve  ground  frosts.  June  was  then  the  coldest  on 
record.  There  was  a lack  of  warm  days  the  thermometer  only 
reaching  71  deg.,  and  this  as  late  as  24th.  In  sharp  contrast  July 
was  the  warmest  month  of  the  year  and  warmer  than  average 
despite  three  nights  with  ground  frost.  Although  there  were  no 
notable  heat  waves  during  the  year  the  temperature  reached  78  deg.. 
on  8th  July  and  79  deg.  on  1 1 th  July.  August  was  cool,  dull  and  damp 
to  the  extent  that  the  days  in  September  were  warmer  than  those  in 
August.  However  the  nights  in  September  were  as  cold  as  any  in  the 
past  eleven  years.  October  continued  the  generally  warm  weather, 
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the  temperature  reaching  70  deg.  on  the  2nd.  After  an  average 
November,  December  produced  the  highest  mean  maximum  since 
1954  and  the  highest  mean  minimum  since  1948.  A maximum  of 
58  deg.  on  20th  December  equalled  the  previous  highest  maximum 
recorded  in  December  1954.  During  the  year  there  were  136  days 
with  a maximum  over  60  deg  and  28  days  over  70  deg  of  which  18 
days  were  in  July. 

There  was  less  FROST  than  usual,  the  air  temperature  falling 
below  32  deg.  for  488  hours  over  62  nights,  compared  with  the 
average  of  78  nights.  Nevertheless  the  total  of  143  ground  frosts 
was  higher  than  average  and  subsequently  proved  the  Chesterfield 
area  to  be  more  frosty  than  any  other  East  Midland  locality.  Ground 
frost  occurred  at  some  time  in  every  month  of  the  year,  a further 
local  record. 

The  total  RAINFALL,  707  m.m.  was  below  average,  falling 
on  152  days  (20  days  fewer  than  average)  for  a total  duration  of 
691  hours.  January,  March,  October  and  November  received  normal 
amounts.  February,  with  only  21  mm  was  the  driest  month  of  the 
year  and  the  driest  February  since  1965.  In  not  uncommon 
contrast  August  was  the  wettest  month  with  127  mm.  This  was 
also  the  wettest  high  summer  month  for  eleven  years.  April  and 
June  too  were  wet  months.  May,  June  and  September  were  on  the 
dry  side  with  December  as  in  1970  producing  a low  total.  There  were 
two  really  wet  days;  37-4  mm.  of  rain  fell  on  10th  August  and  37-6 
mm  on  23rd  April.  21 T mm  was  measured  on  the  24th  April  and 
together  the  spell  of  continuous  rain  contributed  67  mm  in  48  hours, 
the  highest  spring  two-day  fall  since  local  rainfall  records  began  in 
1870. 

Snow  fell  on  21  days  and  lay  on  10  mornings,  a good  deal  less 
than  average. 

The  total  of  bright  SUNSHINE,  1284  hours  was  very  near  the 
average,  and  afforded  a slightly  higher  total  than  other  industrial 
East  Midlands  areas.  The  three  winter  months,  January,  February 
and  December  had  average  amounts  of  sunshine,  but  the  early 
spring  months  (March  and  April)  were  dull.  April  with  only  67 
hours  was  the  dullest  on  record.  To  illustrate  further  the  fickle 
nature  of  our  climate  May  with  203  hours  was  the  sunniest  month 
of  the  year  and  the  brightest  since  1959.  May  was  followed  by  the 
most  miserable  June  for  seven  years  and  July  was  then  sunnier  than 
usual.  August  as  has  been  stated  previously  was  very  dull  and  very 
near  the  June  level  for  low  solar  radiation.  The  autumn  was  the  best 
season  of  the  year  in  terms  of  percentage  of  possible  sunshine. 
September  (147  hours)  was  sunnier  than  August  (126  hours)  and  the 
brightest  since  1964.  October  received  128  hours  and  was  the  sunniest 
since  1959  whilst  November  with  78  hours  continued  the  good 
weather,  being  as  bright  as  the  previous  best  November  in  1947.  In 
total  the  autumn  of  1971  received  353  hours,  136  percent  of  the 
average,  and  was  by  far  the  sunniest  autumn  since  comparable 
sunshine  records  began  in  the  country  in  the  1880’s.  Days  with  no 
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sunshine  totalled  79  (only  23  from  May  to  October).  There  were  31 
days  with  more  than  nine  hours,  the  maximum  daily  duration  being 
13-9  hours  in  June. 

Fog  was  observed  on  32  mornings,  the  figure  continuing  to 
decline  year  by  year  with  only  minor  sporadic  annual  increases. 
Mean  air  pressure,  reduced  to  sea  level  was  1018  m.b.  ranging 
from  973  to  1040  m.b.  The  mean  annual  09  hours  relative  humidity 
was  84  percent,  the  mean  afternoon  humidity  being  68  percent  with 
a value  of  32  percent  occurring  on  one  day  in  May.  Dry  air,  relative 
humidity  below  60  percent,  was  recorded  for  a total  duration  of  418 
hours,  some  30  percent  less  than  in  1970  which  generally  had  better 
spring  conditions. 

A gale  occurred  on  one  day  only  (20th  December)  with  the 
highest  gust  of  the  year — 57  mp.h.  on  that  date.  Thunder  was  heard 
on  13  occasions  and  Hail  reported  on  9 days.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  provides  the  Ambulance 
Service  in  the  town,  and  the  facilities  provided  are  efficient  and 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 


Laboratory  Work 

The  County  Health  Laboratory  carries  out  certain  bacterio- 
logical examinations  and  specimens  in  connection  with  the 
investigation  and  control  of  dysentary,  food  poisoning  and  intestinal 
infections  are  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services 
provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Both  Laboratories  give  excellent 
service  and  co-operation. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

It  was  not  necessary  to  act  under  Section  47  in  order  to  remove 
to  suitable  premises,  any  person  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Several 
cases  were  investigated  after  reports  from  various  sources  but  these 
were  all  satisfactorily  dealt  with  either  by  persuasion  to  go  volun- 
tarily into  hospital  or  by  the  provision  of  a home  help  and/or  home 
nurse  or  by  constant  follow-up  by  a health  visitor. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  50 

Under  this  Section,  the  local  authority  is  required  to  arrange 
for  the  burial  of  persons  dying  in  the  area  where  it  appears  that  no 
arrangements  are  being  or  have  been  made.  During  1971  1 burial 
was  arranged. 


Medical  Examinations 

Medical  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Department  in  connection  with  new  appointments  to  the 
Corporation  Staff,  Student  Teachers  to  Universities  and  Training 
Colleges,  newly  appointed  Teachers  and  other  staff  appointed  under 
the  Education  Committee  and  in  connection  with  the  staff  appointed 
by  the  Transport  Department.  During  the  year  under  review,  322 
medical  examinations  were  carried  out.  In  addition,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  makes  investigations  and  carries  out  examinations 
in  connection  with  the  Corporation’s  Workmen’s  Sick  Pay  Scheme. 


Health  Education 

In  spite  of  other  heavy  commitments  the  Medical,  Nursing  and 
Public  Health  staffs  have  continued  to  try  and  increase  the  Health 
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Education  Services,  with  emphasis  on  smoking  and  drugs,  by  giving 
lectures  and  showing  films  in  schools  and  displaying  other  propa- 
ganda posters  and  leaflets  in  clinics,  centres  and  youth  organisations. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  have  given  talks 
to  various  organisations  on  Public  Health  and  food  hygiene  and  with 
the  Nursing  and  Medical  staff  have  assisted  the  Hospital  Authorities 
by  giving  lectures  and  talks  to  the  Student  Nurses  and  Midwives  to 
fit  in  with  their  training  programme. 

During  the  year  a scheme  was  planned  for  the  introduction  of 
Student  Nurses  in  “Community  Care”  as  part  of  their  new  general 
nursing  syllabus. 

Relaxation  and  Parent-craft  classes,  in  which  the  Midwives, 
Nurses  and  Doctors  combine  in  giving  a series  of  talks,  are  well 
attended  and  the  showing  of  films  on  the  birth  of  a baby,  and 
preparation  for  the  new-comer  together  with  other  films  are  much 
appreciated  by  mothers  and  fathers  to  be. 


PREVALENCE  OF

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VENEREAL  AND  OTHER  SEXUALLY 
TRANSMITTED  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases  is  one  of  growing 
concern. 

The  following  is  a report  and  statistics  for  the  year  1971  kindly 
supplied  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Donald,  Physician  in  Charge  of  the  Special 
Treatment  Centre  at  the  Royal  Hospital. 

Total  new  patient  registrations  in  1971  were  572  compared  with 
150  in  1961.  The  number  of  patients  attending  the  Clinic  has  been 
increasing  steadily  for  the  past  15  years  and  there  is  no  evidence 
that  this  trend  will  not  continue.  About  half  (241  in  1971)  of  new 
patients  reside  in  the  Borough  of  Chesterfield. 

Gonorrhoea  has  increased  considerably  in  incidence  in  the  past 
10  years,  now  reaching  almost  the  peak  figure  of  1946.  Fortunately 
the  disease  still  responds  rapidly  in  most  cases  to  treatment  with 
penicillin.  In  many  females  Gonorrhoea  produces  no  symptoms 
and  about  60%  of  females  with  Gonorrhoea  only  attended  the  clinic 
because  they  were  referred  by  their  sexual  partner  who  had  been 
treated  for  Gonorrhoea. 

Nearly  half  the  female  patients  with  Gonorrhoea  were  under 
the  age  of  20,  but  only  6%  of  males  were  under  20.  Over  the  past 
few  years  there  has  been  a gradual  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
patients  in  the  younger  age  groups,  and  this  must  give  rise  to  some 
concern. 

A most  notable  feature  has  been  the  steady  increase  in  the 
number  of  female  patients  attending  the  clinic — an  increase  of  over 
300%  in  the  past  10  years. 

Other  genital  infections,  mainly  related  to  sexual  intercourse, 
increase  steadily  year  by  year,  particularly  Non-specific  urethritis  in 
men  which  has  increased  from  23  cases  in  1961  to  92  in  1971. 

Trichomoniasis  is  generally  recognised  as  a sexually  transmitted 
disease  and  is  commonly  associated  with  Gonorrhoea  in  females. 
The  incidence  of  this  condition  has  quadrupled  in  the  past  10  years. 
Vaginal  Candidiasis  (Thrush)  is  also  increasing  and  equals  Tricho- 
moniasis in  incidence.  The  increasing  number  of  patients  with 
Thrush  appears  to  be  related  to  increasing  use  of  the  contraceptive 
pill  and  increasing  use  of  oral  antibiotics  for  minor  infections.  An 
increasing  number  of  men  are  attending  with  genital  irritation  or 
definite  Candidiasis  secondary  to  vaginal  Candidiasis  in  the  sexual 
partner.

All  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Ante-natal  clinic  for  the 
first  time  have  a blood  sample  taken  to  determine  the  blood  group, 
the  Rh.  factor  and  the  presence  of  blood  disease.  They  also  have  a 
haemoglobin  estimation  test  periodically  and,  where  necessary,  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctor  for  treatment.

Once  a month  a special  clinic  is  held  to  which  mothers  are  sent 
on  medical  grounds  for  advice  with  regard  to  family  planning. 


Cervical  Cytology 

The  proportion  of  women  in  the  cancer  age  group  has  risen 
which  shows  a desirable  trend  as  they  had  been  the  more  reluctant 
group  in  the  past.  The  number  of  failed  appointments  has  decreased 
as  patients  gain  confidence  from  the  experience  of  a previous 
test.  Once  again,  no  positive  cancer  result  was  obtained  but  this  does 
not  detract  from  the  value  of  the  test  as  other  gynaecological  con- 
ditions are  discovered  and  reported  on  to  the  General  Practitioner. 
Where  a condition  is  found  which  requires  treatment,  the  patients 
are  followed  up  to  ensure  that  they  visit  their  doctor.  The  General 
Practitioners  are  very  co-operative  and  ensure  that  the  referred  cases 
receive  prompt  treatment  and  in  some  cases  obtaining  a very  early 
appointment  with  the  hospital. 

Every  woman  is  instructed  in  the  examination  of  her  breasts 
with  a view  to  the  early  discovery  and  treatment  of  breast  cancer.

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

All  infants  weighing  5|  lbs.  or  less  are  defined  as  “Premature” 
and  space  is  provided  on  the  notification  of  birth  cards  for  the  weight 
of  birth  in  the  case  of  premature  births.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
premature  infants  in  their  own  homes  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Visiting  and  Midwifery  Services,  and  draught-proof  cots  with 
detachable  linings,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  together  with  suitable 
clothing,  are  available  when  necessary.  Premature  infants  born  in 
hospital  are  kept  under  special  supervision  by  the  Health  Visitors 
on  discharge  from  the  Hospital.

Congenital  Malformations

Register  of  Potentially  Handicapped  Children 

A register  is  kept  in  the  department  of  children  “at  risk”,  i.e., 
who  are  potentially  handicapped  as  a result  of  various  conditions. 

Some  handicaps  are  obvious  at  birth,  e.g..  Talipes,  cleft  palate, 
etc.,  as  listed  in  the  previous  paragraph.  Other  handicaps  may 
become  evident  with  the  passage  of  time,  e.g.,  deafness,  mental 
subnormality.  Children  on  the  register  are  reviewed  at  regular 
intervals  and  the  parents  advised  by  medical  officers  and  health 
visitors,  regarding  the  management  of  their  particular  problems. 

The  register  is  proving  of  great  value  in  ensuring  that  treatment 
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is  obtained  and  in  particular,  future  special  school  placements  can 
be  planned. 

These  cases  are  transferred  from  the  register  to  the  school 
health  service  records  when  they  reach  the  age  of  two. 

Many  of  the  low  birth  weight  and  prolonged  or  difficult  labour 
cases  prove  to  make  satisfactory  progress  and  are  taken  off  the 
register  at  an  early  age. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

This  service  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council  Social  Services  Department  and  all  cases  are  referred  to 
that  Department  but  advice  and  support  is  still  given  by  the  Health 
Visiting  and  Midwifery  Services. 

Family  Planning 

The  Chesterfield  and  District  Family  Planning  Association 
continued  to  hold  two  weekly  clinics.  The  premises  and  equipment 
are  provided  free  of  charge  by  the  Local  Authority.  In  addition  an 
annual  grant  is  made  to  the  Association  by  the  Local  Health  Autho- 
rity. Cases  are  referred  to  the  clinic  by  the  Medical  Officers  and 
Health  Visitors.  Other  cases  are  referred  to  General  Practitioners 
by  the  Health  Visitors  when  requested  by  the  families  concerned. 


SECTION  23— MIDWIFERY  SERVICES 

The  Midwifery  Service  in  Chesterfield  consists  of  a Supervisor 
and  an  establishment  of  nine  Domiciliary  Midwives. 

All  the  Midwives  work  a partial  attachment  scheme  for  Ante- 
Natal  purposes  in  a number  of  General  Practitioner  Surgeries. 

Lectures  and  visits  were  arranged  for  Pupil  Midwives  on  com-  ■ 
munity  care  and  training  in  parentcraft.

SECTION  24— HEALTH  VISITING 

The  establishment  of  Health  Visiting  Service  is  one  Nursing 
Officer  and  Nine  Health  Visitors  who  are  also  School  Nurses,  and  a 
Clinic  Nurse. 

In  addition  to  home  visiting  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Health  Visitor  is  that  of  giving  advice  in  Mother  Craft  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  three  Health  Visitors  and  three  District  Nurses 
continued  with  the  partial  attachment  schemes  with  General 
Practitioners  going  into  the  surgery  premises  for  consultation  once 
or  twice  weekly.  All  the  other  staff  have  good  working  relationships 
with  the  doctors  and  negotiations  are  going  on  with  a view  to 
attachment  of  all  the  Health  Visitors. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  was  again  spent  by  the  Health 
Visitors  in  caring  for  old  people  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Social 
Services  the  work  carried  out  proved  to  be  very  beneficial.

SECTION  28— PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS, 
CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


Tuberculosis 

The  Health  Visitors  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  staff 
of  the  Chest  Clinic,  They  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  regularly  when 
they  discuss  matters  relating  to  patients  and  after-care  generally 
with  the  Chest  Physician. 

All  new  cases  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  to  both  patients  and  contacts  and  follow  up  visits 
are  made  at  regular  intervals. 

Actual  nursing  of  home  patients  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
Home  Nursing  Service,  and  bed  and  bedding  is  available  on  loan  in 
necessitous  cases. 

General 

The  work  of  prevention  of  illness,  Care  and  After-Care  is  the 
duty  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  but  close  co-operation  is  main- 
tained with  various  statutory  and  voluntary  organisations,  such  as 
the  Local  Offices  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security, 
County  Social  Services  Department,  Hospital  Almoners  and  Social 
Workers,  Red  Cross  etc. 

Requests  from  Hospital  Almoners  and  Social  Welfare  Officers 
for  sociological  reports  in  connection  with  admissions  or  discharges 
are  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Visitors,  All  cases  discharged  requiring 
after-care  are  either  attended  by  the  Home  Nurses  or  supervised 
and  advised  by  the  Health  Visitors.  The  care  of  the  elderly  is  also  a 
section  of  the  scheme  in  which  the  Health  Visitor  plays  a large  part, 
with  regard  to  periodical  visiting  and  recommending  Meals  on 
Wheels  and  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Social  Services  Depart- 
ment admission  to  Old  People’s  Homes. 


Supply  of  Incontinence  Pads 

The  supply  of  incontinence  pads  to  patients  using  the  domiciliary 
nursing  services  together  with  the  physically  handicapped  and  the 
elderly,  greatly  eases  the  burden  of  those  who  look  after  them  in 
their  own  homes.  During  the  year  under  review,  over  18,300  pads 
were  issued. 
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Chriopody  Service 

Chiropody  treatment  is  available  for  the  elderly,  the  physically 
handicapped  and  expectant  mothers.  Clinics  are  held  two  sessions  a 
week  and  arrangements  are  made  for  9 to  10  patients  to  attend  each 
session.  The  appointments  are  generally  made  every  three  to  four 
months  and  a little  less  in  more  urgent  cases. 

Domiciliary  treatment  is  restricted  to  those  who  would  find  it 
impossible  owing  to  extreme  disability  to  attend  the  Clinic  even  if 
transport  were  provided.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

Mr.  C.  H.  Crombie,  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  North  Derby- 
shire Water  Board  has  kindly  given  me  the  following  report  in 
connection  with  the  water  supply  to  the  Borough,  for  the  year  1971 . 

The  supplying  Authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire 
Water  Board. 

(a)  1 . All  sources  are  chlorinated  and  where  necessary  more  compre- 

hensive treatment  is  employed.  Distribution  is  from  covered 
reservoirs.  The  resultant  quality  of  supplied  water  is  satis- 
factory. 

2.  During  1971  the  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  house- 
hold purposes  and  no  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the  use  of 
hosepipes. 

(b)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the 
Board’s  Laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters 
are  examined  at  least  monthly.  The  number  of  analyses 
carried  out  in  the  period  under  review  being: —

(c)  The  treated  waters  supplied  to  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no 
concern  on  the  grounds  of  plumbo  solvency  and  analyses  of 
the  supplies  at  source,  in  distribution,  and  after  overnight 
standing  in  lead  service  pipes  have  yielded  figures  within  the 
recently  revised  acceptable  concentration  for  lead. 

(d)  a.  The  number  of  houses  connected  during  1971  was  409. 

b.  1,624  meters  of  main  were  laid  for  housing  developments. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  newly  laid  mains  were 
washed  out,  sterilized  and  samples  examined  to  ensure 
satisfactory  bacteriological  and  physical  results  were  obtained. 
No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  other  form  of  post 
treatment  contamination. 

The  waters  were  examined  for  radioactive  substances. 
Monthly  reports  of  current  bacteriological  and  physical 
results  were  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Pest  Control — Rats  and  Mice 

Infestations  by  rats  or  mice  were  found  in  376  domestic,  business 
and  local  authority  owned  premises  during  the  year. 

The  increase  in  the  numbers  of  infestations  as  compared  with 
1970  is  in  the  main  due  to  the  number  of  infestations  by  mice.  The 
Rodent  Operator  has  had  considerable  difficulty  in  clearing  mice 
infestations  because  of  the  apparent  resistance  of  the  mice  to 
warfarin  bait.  Where  possible  alpha-chlorolose  has  been  used  as  an 
alternative  poison. 

Inspections  and  treatment  of  local  authority  premises  i.e. 
refuse  incineration  plant,  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works  have  been 
carried  out.

Swimming  Pools  and  Baths 

There  are  three  public  baths  and  four  swimming  pools  in 
Schools  within  the  Borough. 

All  the  pools  have  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  and  regular 
visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  check  on  the  chlorine  levels  in 
the  waters.  Fifty-two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

The  sewage  works  has  a capacity  for  the  full  treatment  of  10.4 
million  gallons  of  sewage  per  day  or  the  partial  treatment  of  36 
million  gallons  per  day. 


Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

There  were  four  persons  licensed  to  keep  pet  shops  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year.  The  premises  were  inspected  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  by  Officers  of  the  Derbyshire  Fire  Service 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951 

Two  factories  in  the  Borough  are  registered  under  the  above 
Act,  one  manufacturing  mattresses  and  the  other  upholstering  new 
furniture.  In  both  these  factories  only  new  filling  material  bearing  the 
seal  of  the  British  Standards  institute  for  quality  and  purity  are  used. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

During  the  year  the  Department  of  the  Environment  indicated 
in  their  Circular  53/71  that  the  amount  of  solid  smokeless  fuel 
available  for  the  domestic  market  during  the  winter  1971/72  was 
likely  to  be  a good  deal  more  than  the  amount  sold  in  1970/71  and 
that  the  suspension  of  smoke  control  orders  was  not  expected. 

No  difficulties  in  obtaining  solid  smokeless  fuel  in  the  five 
operative  smoke  control  orders  in  the  Borough  was  reported. 

The  survey  of  premises  in  No.  6 (Highfields  and  Highbury) 
Smoke  Control  area  was  completed  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
making  of  the  Order  covering  this  area  will  be  considered  by  the 
Conncil  in  early  1972. 

Observations  have  been  carried  out  on  the  chimneys  of  furnaces 
of  industrial  plants  in  the  Borough  which  showed  general  compliance 
with  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1968.  Two 
minor  infringements  of  the  Regulations  were  investigated  and  it  was 
found  that  unsuitable  fuel  was  being  burned. 

The  problem  of  smoke  emission  arising  from  the  burning  of 
plastic  waste  on  the  incinerator  at  one  of  the  hospitals  continued 
and  the  makers  of  the  incinerator  advised  the  hospital  authorities 
that  satisfactory  modifications  to  enable  the  incinerator  to  burn 
plastic  waste  were  not  possible.  Temporary  arrangements  were 
made  to  burn  the  refuse  at  the  Corporations  Refuse  Incinerator  and 
at  another  hospital  in  the  group  and  investigations  are  being  carried 
out  to  find  a suitable  incinerator  that  will  operate  smokelessly. 

Four  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  smoke  arising  from 
the  burning  of  scrap  cable,  plastic  waste  and  disused  railway  car- 
riages. The  complaints  were  investigated  and  the  attention  of  the 
occupiers  of  the  premises  concerned  was  drawn  to  the  prohibition 
of  dark  smoke  by  virtue  of  Section  one  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968.

The  total  number  of  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  under 
the  Act  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  732  as  compared  with  737  at  the 
end  of  1970.  Some  248  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  97  informal  notifications  to  remedy 
contraventions  were  issued.  Failure  to  exhibit  an  abstract  of  the  Act 
and  deficiencies  of  first  aid  equipment  were  the  main  contravention. 

Sixteen  accidents  occurring  on  premises  covered  by  the  Act  were 
notified.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  of  some  8,000  persons  are 
employed  in  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  in  the  Borough  it  is 
unlikely  that  all  accidents  which  occurred  were  notified. 

One  accident  involved  a young  female  shop  assistant  who  had 
the  tip  of  one  finger  removed  whilst  slicing  food  on  a machine 
notwithstanding  that  a guard  was  provided  for  the  machine  and 
and  written  instructions  had  been  given  to  the  assistant  not  to  operate 
the  machine  unless  the  guard  was  in  position.

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

Meat  inspection.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the 
Corporation  Abattoir  during  the  year  was  49,000.  All  the  carcases 
and  offal  from  these  animals  were  inspected  by  the  resident  meat 
inspector  and  public  health  inspectors. 

123  carcases  of  various  animals  were  condemned  for  the 
diseased  conditions  as  shown  in  the  table. 

Only  one  bovine  animal  was  found  to  be  affected  with  tuber- 
culosis and  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food  were  informed. 

Six  beef  carcases  were  found  to  be  affected  with  localised 
Cystercus  Bovis  and  the  carcases  were  retained  in  the  cold  stores  for 
a period  of  three  weeks  before  being  passed  as  fit  for  consumption. 

During  the  year  the  Markets  Department  purchased  a high 
pressure  hot  water  spray  cleaning  machine  for  use  in  the  Abattoir 
and  this  has  resulted  in  an  improved  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the 
walls,  floors  and  fittings  in  the  Abattoir  and  meat  cooling  rooms.

Of  the  thirty-two  formal  samples  taken  in  the  course  of  delivery 
to  the  consumer  one  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the 
extent  of  3-6%  and  slightly  deficient  in  milk  solids  other  than  milk 
fat.

Five  other  foods  sampled  were  found  to  be  not  genuine  or 
below  standard  as  follows : 

1.  Canned  Raspberries  were  found  to  contain  artificial  colour 
Poncean  MX.  Use  of  this  colour  was  prohibited  by  the  Colouring 
Matter  in  Food  (Amendment)  Regulations  1970.  Remaining  stock 
of  tins  withdrawn  from  sale  by  retailer  and  destroyed. 
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2.  An  informal  sample  of  chicken  cutlets  were  found  to  contain 
only  45*3%  of  meat.  The  Public  Analyst  expressed  an  opinion  ’hat 
an  article  of  food  described  as  chicken  cutlets  should  be  wholly 
chicken  meat. 

Manufacturers  approached  and  title  of  the  commodity  changed 
to  chicken  croquettes. 

3.  A sample  of  Medium  Fat  Soft  Cheese  conformed  to  the 
standard  of  Full  Fat  Soft  Cheese. 

No  action. 


4.  An  informal  sample  of  brawn  was  found  to  contain  only 
56  % of  meat  instead  of  minimum  of  60  % as  required  by  Regulations. 
Vendor  ceased  trading. 

No  further  action. 


5.  A can  of  stewed  steak  in  gravy  sampled  informally  was 
found  to  contain  74-1  % of  meat  and  was  very  slightly  below  the 
standard  of  75%  as  prescribed. 

Manufacturers  advised  of  deficiency. 


Ice  Cream 

Four  premises  in  the  Borough  are  registered  for  the  manu- 
facturer of  Ice-Cream.  Three  of  the  manufacturers  use  the  heat 
treatment  process  and  the  fourth  uses  the  complete  cold  mix  process. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  ice-cream  have  been  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  Grade  1 i.e. 
very  satisfactory. 


Food  Hygiene 

The  routine  inspection  of  food  preparation  premises,  retail 
shops,  mobile  food  shops  and  market  stalls  have  been  carried  out 
and  some  1023  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  the  main  general  compliance  with  the  Food  Regulations  was 
found.  The  number  and  nature  of  the  cases  of  non-compliances  which

Advice  on  food  handling  has  been  given  to  workers  at  their 
places  of  employment  and  to  various  Womens’  organisations  in  the 
Borough. 

Foreign  matter  in  food 

Seven  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the  public  as  to 
alleged  foreign  bodies  found  in  food  which  they  had  purchased.  All 
were  investigated  and  the  appropriate  action  was  taken  with  the 
retailers  and  manufacturers  aimed  at  preventing  recurrences. 

In  one  case,  in  respect  of  mouse  excreta  found  in  a fruit  pie,  a 
prosecution  was  taken  against  the  retailer.  The  Company  pleaded 
guilty  to  the  offence  and  were  fined  £10  by  the  Magistrates. 

Food  Poisoning 

During  the  year  ten  suspected  food  poisoning  cases  were  re- 
ported. All  were  investigated  and  six  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Two  positive  cases  were  found  to  have  the  same  causative 
organism,  salmonella  Kapemba.  Both  cases  were  found  to  have  eaten 
a cooked  chicken  breast  prior  to  the  onset  of  illness.  The  shop  which 
had  retailed  the  chicken  was  visited  and  the  method  of  storage  and 
and  cooking  of  the  birds  was  investigated.  No  cause  of  contamination 
or  inadequate  cooking  was  found.  Specimens  of  cooked  chicken  and 
surface  swabs  from  the  preparation  room  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  no  salmonella  organisms  were  isolated. 
Faecal  specimens  obtained  from  the  staff  engaged  in  cooking  the 
chickens  were  also  found  to  be  negative. 

Five  members  of  the  family  of  one  of  the  cases  referred  to  were 
subsequently  found  to  be  excreting  salmonella  organisms  and  the 
school  children  were  excluded  from  school  until  three  negative 
specimens  had  been  obtained. 

Two  other  unrelated  cases  were  found  to  be  excreting  salmonella 
typhimurim  and  salmonella  heidelburg. 

In  neither  case  was  the  causative  agent  determined. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1958 

Licences  were  issued  to  fourteen  slaughtermen  under  the  above 
Act  during  the  year,  twelve  of  which  were  renewal  of  existing  licences 
and  one  in  respect  of  a slaughterman  who  had  previously  held  a 
licence  to  slaughter. 

Twelve  of  the  slaughtermen  are  employed  at  the  Corporation 
Abattoir. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  1960 

During  the  year  six  complaints  as  to  alleged  noise  nuisances 
were  received.  Four  complaints  were  in  respect  of  industrial  noise 
and  all  except  one  were  remedied.  The  outstanding  complaint  in 
respect  of  noise  from  a dust  collector  at  a factory  is  receiving 
attention.  Two  complaints  as  to  alleged  noise  arising  from  places 
of  entertainment  were  investigated  and  informal  action  was  taken  to 
abate  the  nuisances. 

An  ice-cream  vendor  was  found  to  be  sounding  the  horn  on  his 
ice-cream  van  after  7 p.m.  and  a warning  letter  was  sent  to  him. 

In  order  to  investigate  the  majority  of  the  complaints  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  make  numerous  visits 
late  at  night  to  assess  the  noises. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

The  only  licensed  Animal  Boarding  Establishmentin  the  Borough 
is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.  The  Kennels  are  of 
good  design  and  are  well  maintained. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

There  are  nine  licensed  residential  caravan  sites  in  the  Borough. 
Six  of  these  contain  96  caravans  and  three  are  in  respect  of  individ- 
ual caravans. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  to  ensure  that  the  conditions 
of  the  licences  have  been  observed. 

Housing 

A total  of  419  new  houses  have  been  completed  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  125  being  built  by  the  Corporation  and  294  by 
private  builders. 

Thirteen  areas  containing  91  houses  were  represented  as  unfit. 
The  Corporation  resolved  to  acquire  seven  of  the  areas  containing 
56  houses  by  agreement  or  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and 
Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  six  areas. 

Four  houses  were  also  represented  as  being  individually  unfit 
and  two  demolition  orders  and  two  closing  orders  were  made  in 
respect  of  these  houses.  A demolition  order  was  made  in  substitu- 
tion for  a closing  order  in  respect  of  a house  which  previously 
could  not  be  demolished. 
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Three  Public  Inquiries  were  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Environment  following  objections  received  from  owners  of 
properties  in  Church  Street  North,  Shaw  Street  and  Brunswick 
Street  which  were  the  subject  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  made 
by  the  Corporation.  The  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were  sub- 
sequently confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  without  modification’ 

A total  of  203  houses  in  confirmed  clearance  or  compulsory 
purchase  orders  and  individually  unfit  houses  have  been  demolished 
or  closed  during  the  year. 

Action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  in 
respect  of  394  houses  which  were  not  in  all  respects  fit  for  occupation. 
Repairs  were  carried  out  by  the  owners  following  informal  notices 
in  respect  of  330  houses  and  following  the  service  of  statutory  notices 
in  respect  of  50  houses.  It  was  found  necessary  for  the  Corporation 
to  carry  out  work  on  14  houses  in  default  of  the  owners.  Proceedings 
in  the  Magistrate’s  Court  were  taken  following  the  non-compliance 
with  a notice  served  on  the  owner  of  a dwelling  house  found  to  be  in 
such  a state  as  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  as  a nuisance.  The 
Magistrates  ordered  the  owner  of  the  dwelling  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  works  within  42  days. 


A total  of  28  houses  in  the  Borough  were  improved  with  the  aid 
of  Standard  Grants  during  the  year  at  a cost  of  £13,548.  185  houses 
were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  at  a cost  of 
£24,795.

During  the  year  a detailed  survey  of  houses  in  Storforth  Lane 
Terrace  was  carried  out  to  determine  their  condition  and  estimate  the 
cost  of  repairs  and  installation  of  amenities  in  order  that  the  Corpora- 
tion could  consider  the  making  of  a General  Improvement  Order  for 
the  area. 

The  result  of  the  survey  and  the  attitude  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
area  towards  the  possibility  of  their  dwellings  being  included  in  a 
General  Improvement  Area  were  encouraging.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BOROUGH  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER,  1971 
(CHESTERFIELD  EXCEPTED  DISTRICT) 

The  standard  of  Health  amongst  the  children  attending  Borough 
Schools  was  satisfactory  and  despite  the  diflRculties  of  recruiting 
whole-time  medical  staff  the  number  of  routine  examinations  was 
increased  on  the  previous  year.  4,386  examinations  were  carried  out, 
and  657  pupils  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

Again  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scabies, 
52  as  against  44  in  1970  and  of  the  25,492  individual  examinations  of 
pupils  for  infestation  181  were  found  to  need  treatment. 

School  Health  clerks  continued  with  the  Audiometric  screening 
of  entrants,  referring  all  cases  with  defects  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer  who  gave  advice  according  to  the  nature  of  the  condition. 

The  emotionally  disturbed  child  has  continued  to  be  provided  for 
at  the  Children’s  Centre  at  Frank  Merifield  School. 

Speech  Therapy  was  again  limited  to  a part-time  service  owing 
to  shortage  of  staff,  but  62  children  received  treatment  during  the 
year. 

The  standard  of  Dental  Health  was  maintained  at  a high  level 
and  there  were  no  changes  in  the  Dental  staffing.  Dental  Health 
Education  was  continued  in  the  form  of  talks,  showing  of  films  and 
distribution  to  new  school  entrants  of  dental  kits. 

During  the  year  the  former  Ashbrook  Junior  Training  Centre 
and  the  Special  Care  Unit  became  the  administrative  responsibility 
of  the  Borough  Education  Department  and  considerable  time  was 
spent  in  drawing  up  medical  records  of  these  children  and  carrying 
out  Audiometric  screening  tests  on  each  child.
